Powerful 
telescopes 
have 
been 
placed on the Cataiine Islands where 
astronomers Ixpect to gain much in­ 
teresting information concerning the 
sun and its surroundings. In Southern 
California and in Northern Mexico, the 
eclipse of the sun is expected to be to­ 
tal. In this section of the country 
much will depend upon the amount of 
clouds in the sky when the moon 
passes across the path of the sun. 
The last eclipse of the sun in this 
section was June 8, 1918. On January 
14, 1025, another eclipse of the sun 
is promised by the astronomers.
